The water and light board, with all 
members present on Monday evening. 
August I, had one of the most mom­ 
entous meetings in its history. 
Fac­ 
ed by the problem of raising money 
sufficient to provide for ordinary op 
erating expenses plus bond and inter­ 
est charges of $13,687.50 due on or 
before January I. 1922. 
the 
board 


was compelled to act as it did. 
said 
the secretary. 
Effective August I the board or­ 
dered raises in water and light rates. 
It also petitioned the charter com­ 
mission to call a session and consid­ 
er a charter amendment 
providing 
for an increased hydrant rental oi 
two mills. 
There are 115 hydiants 
now paying $35 annually 
and 
the 
increased levy would raise them $50 
per hydrant. 
If this amendment is voted on 
favorably by the people, 
then 
th,* 
present increase in water and lig h t 
rates, said the secretary, can be re 
duced correspondingly.

go to Naples and consult a specialist. 
Arriving st N aples S u nd ay n ig h t he 
called three specialists, 
A fter a long 
co n su ltatio n the sp ecialists diagnosed, 
his case us acute perito n itis with a 
tendency to spread. 
It was decided to 
quorate. 
C aruso, who h as show n the g re a te st 
fortitude when suffering pain, show ed 
remarkable co u rag e a n d kept us Ills 
spirits. 
H ow ever 
he sntik steadily. 
His agony in creased an d his stre n g th 
wa n ed . 
Injection of c a m p h o r was re­ 
qu ir ed every tw o h o u rs to stim u late 
his Guttering heart.

C a ruso's death was 
expected 
for 
several hours before the end came. He 
ne ver had completely recovered fr om 
the effect of an operation for pleurisy 
which he underw ent in New York last 
winter. 
As a res ult of this operation ph ysi­ 
cian s state, he suffered a d i a p h r a g m ^ 
abcess. 
Another operation was p e r ­ 
formed in un effort to remove the a c ­ 
c um ulate d pus hut it left Curu so badly 
w eakened and rapidly sinking. 
Lust T h u rsd a y the fam ous tenor and 
his wife, formerly Dorothy Benjamin, 
went to a s a nctua ry In the Pompeii 
valley w here he offered 
pra yer 
of 
th a n k s to the virgin for the recovery 
of his voice. 
He and Ills wife heard 
a m ass and he gave tw enty t housand 
fran cs a s a thank offering. 
A fte rward C a ruso visited the e x c a ­ 
vation of Pompeii.

he sank steadily.
